AMONOPOLISTIC SCHEME DEFEATED,

The republican governor of Massachusetts
hag, by the exercise of his wveto, defented
n scheme of the Bell telephone monopoly
which ought to Increans his popularity with
the people of that state, though he has
of course Incurred the relentless enmity of

the men whom he has thwarted in thels
attempt to more than double thelr woealth
by a simple act of legislation. The

Massachuretls logislnture passcd n bill giving
to the Hell Telephone company the privilege
of Increasing ita stock from $20,000,000 ts
$60,000,000 without any of the
Imposed upon  similar issues
and Kindred organizations. The abvlous
purpose of the company was to distribute
this new stock at par among the holders
of the present share capital. As the stock
of the company I8 now quoted at about $200
per share of $100 par wvalue, this woula
amount to a stock dividend of over 100 per
cent on which the public wouid be requirea
to gy returns. In other words, this legisia-
ton meant that & stock which now sells
on the market at $200 would be put out at
par, thus enabling the holders of Bell Tele-
phone to reap $310,000,000. Hera would be
W total of $60,000,000 on which the people
would have to pay charges.

hulge, the Springfield Republican, which is
not In sympathy with the governor politi-
oally, hoeartily commends his course, That

paper says he has done the right thing In
the foce of an extremely strong party pres-
gurg In the other direction, and he may be
sure of the approval of the peaple. Ilegard-
ing the contentlon that the Bell Telephone
company I8 not a publle corporation, but a
private manufacturing company, and so not
subject to the regulation of the state save
by a stretch of precedent and authority, the
Republican says It is essentinlly unsound,
for not only is this parent company behind
all the other telephone companies directly
serving the publie, but the compuny asks for
Its Increase of capital stock In order to
embark In the long-distance telephone busi-
ness as a rival of the Western Union Tele-
graph eompuny. The Hnes of the Hmerican
Telegraph and Telephone company nre to
boe extended whoerever the Western Urlon
now penctrates, and it is to seek to do the
businesa now done through the less direct
means of the telegraph service. The odds
are with the telephone company in such a
rivalry and it is reasonably urged that i the
company Is to give the best possible rates
to the publie the cost of Its extensions shonld
not be enhanced In any way which legislation
ean prevent,

The action of the legislature In this mat-
ter Is another (llustration of the great in-

fluence of the Bell telephone monopoly In
Muassachusotts, It has more than once dem-
onstrated Its ability to reach the courts

and its latest manifestation of power with
the legislature, in face of the fact that the
privilege granted it was distinetly hostile to
the established policy of the state, shows
that ft still hag Influence. In defenting the
soheme of aggrandizement of the telephone
monopoly, which would have compelled the
public to pay returns to twice the extent
necossary to ralse the required amount of
money, Governor Greenhalge did a most com-
mendable service to the general publie,

THE PRESIDENT'S SALARY

The proposed Income tax schedule of the
new tariff, as amended In the senate n fow
dnys ago, expressly exompts from the opera-
tion of Its provisions the salary of the prosi-
dent of the United Statem. The amendment
by which this was effected was doubtiess
introduced mark of courtesy the
chiel exectitive of the nation, but it was
without dissent, probably because
the sendtors votlng upon It were convinesd
that the president's salary would ex-
empted from sueh a tax by the conetitution
whether or not an express stipulation to
that effoct were Incorporated Into the bill

The words of the constitution on this point
ara subjoct to elther a striet or a loose
construction. They say simply that *the
president shall at stated times receive for
lils services a compensation which shall
nefther be increased nor diminlshed during
the period for which he shall have been
elocted.,”  Those who argue for the abso-
lute Inviolability of the president’'s enlary
malntaln that this clause protects It agalnst
encronchments of every kind, particularly
the payment of an income tax. A similar
constitutional provision protocts the salaries
of federal judges from diminution during
the terms for which they are appointed
and some of them objected to the Imposi-
tlon of the income tax levied during and
after the war, but the Issud was never
Joined In the courts. The proposed moasiuro

fneludes  them among the expressly ex-
empted classes.
On the other side there is room for the

contention that the framers of the consti-
tutlon never intended to give the presldent
any s#pecial advantages over his fellow cltl-
#zens in the way of evading taxation. Tak-
ing thelr langunge ia ity most literal sense,
it means slmply that the stalutory salary
of the president shall pot be altered dur-
ing his term of office. It probably was cal-
cilated to cover any attempted confiscation
of that salary by the lmposition of a spe-
clal tax that would hit the president
alone, but it offers no excuse for the presi-
dent to shirk the burllens of government
whieh ordinary cltdzens are compelled to
bear. Carry the opposite doctrine to its ex-
treme and it at once becomes absurd, It
would prevent congross from decreasing the
appropriation for The® maintenance of the
white house becanse [the president might
feel Impelled to expend part of his own
compensation to keep up former pretensions.
It would prevent congress from ousting
the president from . the white house alto-
gether, because compelling him to pay reat
diminislies his Inceme. In a greater degree
than taxation, It would exempt the presl-
dent  from  Increhsed taxation
property which he might hold within the
jurisdiction of a state, because {f that prop-
erty were unimproved such increased taxes
would have to come out of his ofliclal sal-
ary.

Look at the guestion from this standpoint
and this exemption s itself a violation of
the constitution, The constitution not only
protects the president's salary from dJdim-
inution during the period for which he has
been elected, but it also prohibits Its in-
crease during that time. If the president is
subject to the same measure of taxation
as other peoples then the remission of his
taxes is nothing less than an outright gift
to him. The sum which he saves must be
made up from the taxes which his [fellow
citizens are compelled to contribute, and in
reality constitutes an addition to his salary.
His compensation I8 thus directly incrensed,
despite the constitutional prohibition,

Either the statutory exemption of the
president's salary from the Income tax Is
unnecessary and superfluous or is abso-

EDUCATION AND CRIME.
How to check the Increase of crlme

throughout the civilized world is a problem
worthy of the most serlous consideration of
statesmen and those who are seeking gon-
ulne socinl reform, It Is a fact, though to
miny it may seem almost Incredible, that
moral retrogression hns been keeping proetty
even pace with material progress. The
splendid advance of elvilization and the
wonderful development of material resources
have been accompanied by a steady growth
of Immorality and lawlessness extraordinary
In view of the many instrumentalities for

the preventlon and correction of vice and
arime. It Is almost startling to read the
statistics of the Unlted States census In

respect to the Inerease of crime In propor-
tion to the population. In 1860 the ratlo of
prisoners in the penitentiaries was one out
of 3,442; In 1860 one out of 1,647; In 1590

one out of 767. In a [ew states this ratio
does pot hold, but upon the whole the in-
crease of crime has been continuous,

At the recent meeting of the prison reform
congress the president, General Brinkerhoff,
presented In his address some highly inter-
esting suggestions on' this subjoct. He sald
that if socioty would deal with its children
as It s possible to deal with them the pres-
ent swelling river of erime could be roduced
to i rivulet in a single generation. Fle be-
lleves that the public sehool system begins
too Jute and that the first great advance
must be made in the difection of the kinder-
gariens, supporting this conviction by the
work which has been accomplished In San
Francisco by private kindergartens. These,
it is sald, liave practiedlly reconstructed and
pivilizod some of tho dirkest wards of that
cosmopolitan city, It is the opinion of Gen-
eral Brinkerhoff thal more can be done o
the formatlon of character before six years
than in a&ll the other years of life
comblped. Doubtless all enlightened human
experlence will endorse this view, He re-
garded as one of the most encouraging signs
af the tUmes the Increasnlg number of chalrs
of soviology In our colleges and universi-
ties, “for every branoh of sociology is o
part of the prison question,' He sald (hat
the churchos also have a duty In this mat-
ter which they have never yet taken hold of.
One of the most careful Hritlah students of
the phenomena of erima, Mr. Havelock Bllis,
boulds that the more Intéllectual rudiments
of education have very little influence In
preventing crime, though they may Lave A

of age

'
distinet Influence in modifying Ita forms,

The only edncation that avalle to prevent
erime In any substantial degree munt be
education that Is asn muech physical and
moral as intellectval, and education that en-
ables the Individual to play a falr part In

wocial e, The proportion of eriminals,
says this authority, with some Intellactual
life is now becoming very large; the pro-

partlon of eriminals who are meqialnted with
any teade at the time of tha ¢rime is very
nmall; the proportlon of criminnls engagod
In thelr trade at the time of thelr erime In
amaller still. “Wa are now approaching a
polnt,” =ays Mr. Ellls, “at which it will be-
come obylous that every citizen must be ad-
ucated to perform social  funetion,
In the Interest of soclety he must be en-
abled to earn a living by that function. If
we close the woclal ranks agalnst him he
will enter the antl-sovial ranks, and the
more educated he Is the more dangerous he
will become.'"

Among the principles accepted by all
prison reformers not the least Important
Is that tn all prisons moral and celiglous
culture should be the leading reforimntory
influences, and a prison school, with com-
petent  Inatructors,  should be sn indis-
pensable requirement. Produetive labor,
n moral and hyglenle necossity, as waell as

BOme

In Justice to taxpayers, should dominate
every prison, and as a reformatory influence
Industrial training I8 deemed to be indis-

pensable,

It has been Just saventy years since a
ruler of France has dled while ocoupying
the position of chief executive of the govern.

ment, Louls XVIII, the restored Bourbon
king, made his exit from the throne In
1824 poeacefully and naturally. Since then

not a slngle Prench monarch or French
president has been permitted to retire in a
manner ordinarily to bpo expected. Churles
X was forced to abdicate under stross of the
July revolution In 1830, Louls  Phillippe
suffered o slinillar fate in the February
revolution of 1848, Napoleon III saw  his
position and his fortunes wrecked by the
Franco-Prussian war. Thiers, MacMnahon,
Grevy were all forced to resign from the
prosidency. And now Carnot makes his
exit by the asaassin's hand., The recora
Is certainly not attroetive. With but ons
exception the publie carcor of every French
ruler since the great revolution of 1780 has
come to an untimely end. It s to be hoped
that the future occupants of the oxecutive
offies i France may be attended by botter
nusplees,

Some .of the I[llustrations of substitutes
for sleeping cars to be used during the con-
tinuanca of the Pullman boycoit are almonat
as ridieulous as the Illustrations of substi-
tutes for conl for usa during tha late coal
miners' strike. It must be remembered that
sleeping cars are not yal fifty yvears cld, and
thint the early rallroad travel was entirely
without speclal accommodnations  for gleeping,
In European countries the Introduction of
sleeplng cars I8 a thing of only a few years
back, and both In this country and abroad
the great majority of railroad passengers
do not as rule resort to the patronage of
sleeplng cars or parlor cars.

It has been the bellef and expectation of
democratie leaders tn the senate that avory

Senator Mille, In finance committos,
Insigted ugon a differentinl duty on refined
sugar of oue-quarter of a cent, stating
to the committee that It was the desirs
of the president that thix shonld be done and
an absolute necesslty in order 1o secure the
of the bill. Senators Vost, Jones
Arkansas  and Harris  objected strenus
ously, but consented finally to the placing
of a differential of one-eighth of a cent,
muinly because of the Ingistence of Sonatop
Mills,

pared  an  amendment  striking  out the
duty of onec-eighth of a cent and placing
rofined sugar on the free list, e showed

however, In w dictatornl manner, told Seéns
ator Derry that nothing could Induce him
to change higs mind and that he was deter-

mined to hiave sugar on the free list, and
womld fight for It. Senator Berry, In great
Lrepidation, Informed Senntor Vest of the
gituation, and the little giant from Missourd
walked quietly to the ddesk of the Texan
and inguired if he intended to force such
an  amendment.  Senator Mills sald  that

such was his fntention, and he showed the
written copy to Senator Vest,

MILLS TORE U THE AMENDMENT.

“If you offer that wmendment,” sald Sen-
ator Ves.. *1 will vote for it, However,
Mills, befors 1 vote for that amendment
L owill tell the senate and the country what
occurred In the committes room  so  that
there will be no treachery nor decelt prae-
ticed upon the publie.”

Spnntor Jones had Just heard of the coms-
plication and asked Vest of the result of his
conference with Mills, Vest narrated the
story am it Is given above, and added: "I
see that Mills I8 tearing up that amend-
maont."

This Incident s but one of many of the
most annoylng and harassing kind which
hampered the work of tho democratic manas
gers of the revenue bill from its inception.
It was a hard blow to the democratie party
when Mr. Mills, upon the floor of the senale,
denounced the bill as a protectionist measure
and sneered at the work of his party cols
leagues.

In wme debate also
there was no wasting of time, and 1 thiak
Chatrman  Wilson  suceceded  In satlylying
hoth sldes of the lhouso that he desired lo
be falr and yet to satlsfy the wishes of the
peaple, so0 that the bill could be prought to
a vore'
“In the finaneclal question,” also, he sald,
Ywi have nvolded dreitating delays.
